Coaily Property Assessment. 

Jersey City’s Tax Board did not assess 
the county property that lies in Jersey 
City under tbe law of 1906. Newark 
assessed Essex County property under 
this law. Tbe law calls for aland assess¬ 
ment ouly. President John H. Weaeiell 
of tbe Jersey City Tax Board stated this 
week that tbe assessors had bad too 
much other work to do to take up this 
matter of assessing county property. He 
declared that be did not believe that the 
law Is Intended to permit a {municipality 
to assess county property lying to It. He 
considers that the law wise passed, to 
enable e municipality to tax the property 
of another, when both municipalities 
were to different counties. He thinks 
the law will probably be Meted In New¬ 
ark’s assessment of Essex Oounty prop¬ 
erty and that Jersey City can be guided 
by tola dseisloa next year. - 
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vestino.

If public health was 
menaced by turning off tbe water from 
a few tanks, It was doubly menaced by 
an apparent negligence on tbe part of 
tbe sewer department. If what tbe su¬ 
perintended of water saye Is true.
